A more auspicious day for the opening of the exposition could not 
have been desired. Early-morning weather conditions did not augur 
well for the exercises, clouds loitered over the city, and there was every 
indication that rain would mar the exercises, but while the military 
parade which preceded the opening was in progress, 
away and a glorious sunshine gladdened the hearts of a people who had 

waited for weeks and months for this great day, the greatesf in the his- 
tory of Portland and the Pacific Northwest.

PORTLAND (Or.) June 1.-—[Exclu- 
Dispatch.} After intermittent 
thunder storms and heavy showers 
yesterday, auspicious sunshine beamed 
today on the opening ceremonies of the 
Portland Exposition. The city is 
smothered with fiags and bunting. Im- 
mense crowds witnessed the procession 
through the principal streets. Gov. 
Pardee of California occupied one of 
the carriages, and at several points 
Californians manifested their presence 
in force by loudly cheering him. 

The speakers and notables assembled 


lon a platform erecied at, the Court of 


Honor on the exposition grounds. 
Promptly at the stroke of noon boomed 
the first zun of the Vice-Presidential . 
salute. The oratory lasted nearly two 
hours. One of the great points made 
was when Vice-President Fairbanks 
referred to’ the Pacific Coast States aa 
a land of incomparable opportunity. 
Another passage that drew loud ap- 
plause was when he described the 
pioneers of the Far West as “soldiers 
on the picket line of civilization.” 


“UNCLE JOE’S” HUMOR. 

Speaker Cannon convulsed the as- 

semblage by refusing to proceed with 
his speech until President Roosevelt 
had touched the button. He humor- 
ously declared that the President had 
been waiting an hour and a half at 
the White House, with his horse sad- 
dled, ready to declare the exposition 
open. 
* “I shall stop right now until the 
button’s touched,” said Cannon, “and 
then,” with a rhetorical pause before 
the words, “‘l'll sing you a song.” 

So, amid laughter, the speechmaking 
was suspended and the messages ex- 
changed with Washington. Then Presi- 
dent Goode formally declared the Lewis 
and Clarke Ccatennial Exposition 
open to the world, amid tumultuous 
cheering. The “Star Spangled Banner” 
was played, and order being restored, 
Speaker Cannon resumed and de- 
lighted the audience with a brief and 
stirringly-patriotic speech. 

BUILDING AND EXHIBITS. 

After the opening ceremonies, the 
visiting throngs made a tour of in- 
spection of all the palaces. While 
the structural work is everywhere 
finished, the installation may . be 
counted as about 80 per cent. com- 
plete. Several buildings are practical- 
ly in order, notably that of forestry. 
The most backward are the foreign 
and oriental buildings, but even in 
both ef these, everything will be in 
place within a fortnight. About one- 
half of the “Trail,” or amusement 
quarter, is open to business. The 
rest is well advanced. In ten days, 
this section will be finished.  Instal- 
lation of the Government’ Building 
and connected pavilions is complete 
to the last detail. The government's 
magnificent display is undoubtedly 
the grandest feature of the exposi- 
tion, and by itself is well worth a

CALIFORNIA BUILDING. 

The California Building threw open 
its doors in an excellent state of pre. 
paredness. Only little work remains 
to be done in the gallery, where are 
placed the educational and art ex- 
hibits. The main floor forms a 
striking spectacle, the center occu- 
med by a superb and lofty hexagonal 
~yramid, laden with nearly six hun- 
dred crystal vases containing fruits 
of all varieties. The six sides of the 
hexagon stand for Southern Califor- 
tia, the Coast counties, the San Joa- 
quin Valley, the Bay counties, the 
Sacramento Valley and the State 
generally. Among the other promi- 
nent features are our old familiar 
friends, the elephant in walnuts, the 
bear in prunes, the elk in red beans, 
the capitol of the State in almonds, 
and the Grea: Seal of the State in 
variegated beans. 

The collection of gems from San 
Die_o county, valued at $50,000, makes 
a brilliant display. Also very beautiful 
are the flowers from the Sacramento 
Valiey, shown in large glass vases, 
containing a solution that permanent- 
ly cures and preserves the blossoms.

Mrs. Stanford Left Them in Her Will 
to the University to Purchase 

Library Building.

NEW YORK, June 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] -The Herald says that 
jewels originally the property of the 
late Queen Isabella of Spain, valued at 
$1,000,000, it was ‘earned today, were 
left by. Mrs. Leland Stanford in her 
will to the Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity in California. In a few weeks 
they wiil be sold and the proceeds will 
go toward a library building for the 
university. That Mrs. Stanford had 
been the owner of this remarkable col- 
lection of jewels was made known to- 
day by Mrs. George Perkins Lawton, a 
niece of Mrs. Stanford, who is living in 
the San Rafael apartments, No. 65 | 
Weet Forty-fifth street. 

The jewels are divided into five sets, 
and include some of the most famous 
diamonds in the world. Romance sur- 
rounds them, as they were taken from 
Spain by Queen Isabella, in her flight 
in the early thirties. Mrs. Stanford 
paid $1,000,000 for the \jewels at a 
private sale. She seldom wore them, 
but kept them among the collection of 
gems which she had accumulated in 
the course of many years. It was one 
cf her hobbies to collect dlamends and 
magnificent settings, and the five sets 
of Queen Isabella's gems were consid- 
ered by her the finest in her posses- 
sion 


It is expected that the news that 
these jewels are to be sold will create 
a furore in society throughout the 
country, and that members of exclusive 
sets in different cities will vie with one 
another to become the proud possessor 
of such valuable collection. While, the 
intrinsic value of the gems is great, 
their associations and history make 
the stones almost priceless.

After a short but fierce fight, the 
Admiral Oushakoff's deck was ob- 
served ablaze and the ship left the 
line.

CONTINUES ENVELOPMENT. 
The Japanese fleet. continued to 
maintain enveloping positions from 
sundown until dawn. Sunday morning 
opened misty but the weather soon 
cleared and the search for the rem- 
nants of the Russian fleet was begun. 
Five Russian ships were discovered in 
the vicinity of Liancourt Rocks and 
they were immediately surrounded. 
One, supposed to be the Izmurud, es- 
caped at full speed. The remaining 
four offered no resistance and hoisted 
the Japanese flag over the Ruasian col- 
ors, apparently offering to surrender. 
Capt. Yashiro, commanding the 
Asama, started in a small boat to as- 
certain the real intentions of the Rus- 
sians, when Admiral Nebogatoff low- 
ered a boat and came on board the 
Asama, where he formally surrendered. 
The prisoners were distributed among 
the Japanese ships and prize crews 
were selected to take possession of the 
captured vessels. 
About this time, we received a mes- 
sage saying that a portion of our 
squadron was hotly engaging the re- 
maining Russian ships.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT.

TOKIO, May 30, 9 a.m.—-[Delayed in 
Transmission.] Admiral Togo'’s sup- 
plementary report, which reached the 
Navy Department this afternoon, 
makes the Russian defeat a stagger- 
ing disaster unequaled in naval his- 
tory. Practically every fighting ship 
of a once splendid fleet was either 
sunk or captured, representing a ton- 
nage exceeding 150,000 tons. The re- 
maining units of the fleet, consisting 
largely of auxiliaries and transports, 
have been dispersed, some going to 
Viadivostok, others to the (China coast. 
Admiral Rojestvensky, gravely wound- 
ed, occupies a cot in a Japanese hos- 
pital, a prisoner of war. 
Tokio, astounded and elated at the 
first measure of victory, seems to be 
unable to clearly graap the still greater 
triumph that Adm Togo brings to 
the nation. Before the combat, a par- 
tial victory, with operations around 
Viadivostok during the summer, was 
generally eupected No one dreamed 
of annihilation at the first meeting. 
Later reports indicate that the fight- 
ing was of the most desperate nature. 
Saturday and Sunday, there were per- 
sistent t attacks, following 
heavy-gun fighting. Admiral Rojest- 
vensky appears to have been hopeless- 
ly outclassed in.gunnery. It is re- 
ported that it was necessary for Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky to change his flag- 
ship five times during the battle.

CZAR IS OBDURATE. 


Says He “Wouid Rather Die Than 
Make Peace With Fapan—All but 

Two of His Ministers Against Con- 
tinuing the Hopeless Struggle. 


extraordinary council at Tsarskoe- 
Selo yesterday reached no conclu- 
sion on the subject of peace, but def- 
inite reports say the Emperor agreed 
to meet the internal situation by the 
immediate proclamation of a decree: 
providing for the convocation of a na- 
assembly. Witte, president of 
the Committee of Ministers, who was 
present, is understood to have as- 
sumed the leadership of the advocates 
of peace, and the immediate convoca- 
tion of a national assembly is antici- 
pated as the only means of averting 
the popular storm which is threaten-’ 
ing to break. 

The war party is dying hard. It is 
the unanimous opinion in diplomatic 
circles that the logic of events points 
to no other issue except peace, but the 
diplomats also admit that the decision 
rests with the Emperor. But even 
when all the ministers, except War 
Minister Sakaroff and Minister of Ma- 
rine Avellan, are solidly arraigned 
against attempting to continue the 
hopeless struggle, the Emperor has re- 
fused thus far to say a word. 

To a visitor Tuesday His Majesty 
is reported to have declared that he 
would rather die than sign an igno- 
minious peace. 

WRATH OF POPULACE. 
The immediate realization of the im- 
perial reforms seems the only thing 
which' can save the government from 
the wrath of the populace. The truth 
is now known to the humblest people 
in the capital, and will soon spreaa 
throughout the empire, and the mut- 
teringa of the people are certain to 
have an ominous effect on the army 
at the front. 
It is feared that the revolutionaries 
and socialists are planning to take 
advantage of the government's dis- 
comfiture by exciting demonstrations 
and renewals of strikes. As a precau- 
tionary measure, more guard regi- 
ments have been ordered back from 
camp, and additional Cossack  re- 
inforcements have been brought.to St. 
Petersburg. 
The Liberals consider that the gov- 
ermment is at last in a corner, and 
that the time has come to strike.

As the word was passed that the party 
was coming, an air of expectancy set- 
tled over the crowd, which gave way to 
a tremendous outburst of cheering and 
hanticlapping as the official party as- 
cended the speakers’ platform. 

Promptly at 12 o'clock, noon, Presi- 
dent H. W. Goode of the exposition 
arose, and, gavel in hand, announced 
the beginning of the ceremonies which 
meant the realization of Portland's 
dream. The announcement was re- 
ceived with tremendous’ cheering, 
which echoed back and forth through 
the multitude for several minutes. As 
the echo died away, Right Rev. David 
H.. Moore, Bishop of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, stepping to the front 
of the platform, raised his hands in in- 
vocation of the Divine blessing. A 
perceptible stillness prevailed in the 
Vast throng as the prayer was spoken. 
Bishop Moore said: 

“Grant, O Lord, that the joy and tri- 
umph of this festal day may lead our 
hearts in gratitude to Thee, through 
Whom alone has strength been given 
to plan and achieve all that our eyes 
behold. It is because Thou hast cre- 
ated us in Thy likeness and has given 
us dominion over all the works of Thy 
hands that we are here and In posses- 
sion of our vast and glorious inheri- 
tance. We would bless Thee; we would 
praise Thee: we would magnify Thy 
holy Name. For thou hast reared these 
lofty mountains and veined them with 
silver and gold.

It was a tremendous undertak- 
ing and without strong faith, untirlug 
labor, and indomitable zeaf would have 
been a failure.

Holy writ 
Says that God hath made of one biood 
all nations of men and the comming- 
ling of different peoples and races as 
they do here, seems to harmonize with 
this declaration. The more the people 
of different States and countries know 
of each other the more ready they are 
to recognize their blood = relationship. 
Prejudice ts largely the child of igno- 
rance. There are signs that the poet's 
dream may yet be realized in ‘the Par- 
liament of man and the Federation of 
the World.’ 

“Expositions like this are great 
achools in which men learn the lessons 
of wisdom and experience. States 
bring together the products of their in- 
dustry and skill, and thus help each

objects unfold to our reminiscent vis- 
jon the eventful history of a hundred 
years. We see Lewis and Clark and 
their companions on their toilsome and 
dangerous way, assisted by an Indian 
woman whose friendship and fortitude 
tinge with romantic beauty the other- 
wise rugged features of their journey. 
Solitude reigns over mountains, plain 
and riyer, and no sound is heard in 
the deep, dark forest save the voices 
of Nature and the stealthy tread of 
the wild inhabitants of the woods. I 
invite you to see in the City Park a 
‘magnificent group of statuary, in which 
is embodied in its full significance 
the coming of the white man to. this 
then wilderness country. Civilization 
followed in the footsteps of Lewis and 
Clark. Missionaries with their Bibles 
led the way and then came the home 
buliders with their guns, axes and 
implements of industry, and these be- 
ginnings on the Pacific Coast are 
graphically described by the poet when 
he says*. |

REPRESENTATIVE TAWNEY. 
Hion. James A. Tawney followed Sen- 


ator Clark on behalf of the Federal 
House of Representatives. Like his 
predecessors, Congressman Tawney 


was heartily applauded on his appear- 
ance on the speakers’ siand, and that 
his remarks were pleasing was testi- 
fied to by the handclapping and cheer- 
ing which followed the concluding sen- 
tences of his address. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY TAYLOR. 

The congratulations and. felicitations 
of the various departments of the 
United States government upon the 
completion of the exposition were ex- 
pressed by Hon. H. A. Taylor, first 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
and chairman of the United States 
Government Board, who sald: 

“Having been appointed by the Pres- 
ident, chairman of the Government 
Board composed of prominent officials 
in the. various executive departments, 
organized to prepare exhibits for this 
exposition, I am glad, through the 
courtesy of the exposition man‘4gers, to 
be permitted to take part in thése 
opening exercises. 

“The distinguished Vice-President 
has brought to you greetings from the 
President, and toid you of his interest 
in this great enterprise. Senators and 
Kepresentatives are here to represent 
the law-making power. I can assure 
you that all departments of the gov- 
ernment are glad of the opportunity 
to take part in this exposition. Indeed, 
no such assurance will seem necessaty 
when you come to see the many inter- 
esting exhibits that the government 
has presented here. Every department 
is represented—the implements of 
peace and of war—the works of art 
and the products of agriculture—the 
genius of the inventor and the skill 
of the artisan—vrecords, models, and 
machines, all representing some im- 
portant department of governmental 
oftairs. There is the main building, 
with its myriad of interesting exhibits, 
the Life Saving Service, the fisheries, 
and the historic revenue cutter ° 
Culloch, that, with its heroic crew, 
went into Manila Bay with Dewéy 
and brought to the world the first news 
of the destruction of the Spanish fleet. 

“Mr. Chairman, all. these varied ex- 
hibits give better evidence than can 
any words of mine that the govern- 
ment takes a vital interest in the suc- 
cess of this exposition. It is a long 
distance from Washington here—the 
width of a continent separates you 
from the capital of the nation but the 
care and interest of the government 
knows no bounds of space, but en- 
courages with equal zeal its citizens on 


whatever part of its vast domain they 


may reside. It contributes to every 
great exposition and rejoices in the 
success of every legitimate enterprise, 
Wherever a hammer is lifted—a plow 
held—a shuttle thrown—there the gov- 
ernment gives protection and encour- 
agement. Its highest pride is not in 
the valor of its armies and navies,-al- 
though they always move to victory 
and carry order and civilization and 
progress wherever they plant the flag; 
but in the industry, intélligence, and 
splendid achievements of its citizens in 
civil life, who capture the forces of 
nature and draw tribute from the field, 
the forest, and the mine. From these 
sources come the wealth that devel- 
ops the couktry, builds cities, and 
makes such expositions as this possi- 
ble. The laborer is the true soldier of 
empire after all. Upon his broad shouwl- 
ders and brawny arms rests the pub- 
lic destiny. But while we admire the 
great army of tollers, let us remember, 
too, to give deserved praise to tke 
genius and enterprise of the great cap- 
tains of industry, who, with their tal- 
ents and money, organize and carry 
on the vast concerns that have made 
the industries of America the wonder 
of the world. 

'“T take pleasure, Mr. Chairman, in 
assuring you that the people of the 
country, as I have met them in Wash- 
ington, take a deep interest in this ex- 
position. So far as my personal expe- 
rience goes, | have heard more men, 
strange as it may seem, expres, their 
desire or intention of visiting here than 
I heard speak of going to the great 
exposition at St. Louis, recently closed, 
“It has been my fortune, either in a 
private or official capacity, to cross the 
continent a great many times, and 
every time, I am surprised and de- 
lighted with the great developments 
which appear on \every hand. I can 
well remember When the whole vast 
empire stretching from the Mississippi 
to the Pacific was all undeveloped ahd 
practically unknown. Only -a few Ht- 
tle hamlets here and there, only an 
ocensiona! woodman’s axe rang 
through the un*roken forest, and here 
and there a solitary farmer turned his 
furrow within #ight of the retreating 
Indians. Today, much of this vast 
area is covered with fertile fields, with 
innumerable streams turning the busy 
wheels of labor, with thriving cities 
and villages.,with schools and churches, 
happy homes And marts of trade. It 
is not strange that after these years 
of labor and growth you desire to ex- 
hibit your resources, wealth and busi- 


ness, and exploit all the vast concerns 
that go to make up your prosperity. 
“No. region of the country has made 
greater progress or hag brighter pros- 
pects than the Pacific Coast. The 
growing trade of our new poscessions 
in the East—and its possibilities are 
enormous—comes through your ports. 
The great district of Alaska is yee | 
supplied from your fields and factorie 
sends its fish and furs to your marke‘s, 
and pours its golden stream into the 
channels of your trade. The expan- 
sion of our territory has brought fresh 
blood and new life into the commercial 


| system of the Pacifie States. A dozen 


years ago, no prophet would have pre- 
dicted svch a future as now opens be- 
fore you. The logic of events, which 
can be thwarted by no eloquence and 
changed by no arguments, has 
brought you new and boundless oppor- 
tunities. This exposition Is one of the 
evidences that they are to be widely 
improved. 

“Mr. Chairman, I thank you for the 
privilege of being here, and on behalf 
of the Government Board, | express 
the hope that your exposition may 
prove a great success.” 

OVATION TO FAIRBANKS. 

At this period of the programme the 

steadily-increasing énthusiasm of the 


multitude found expression in a tre- 
mendous ovation to Vice-President 
Charles W. FairBanks, the personal 
representative of the President of the 
United States. Through his previous 
visits to this city, notably during the 
last national campsign, Mr. Fairbanks 
betame somewhat intimately known to 
the people of the city and State. When 
he was at last able to make himself 
heard above the noise of the greeting, 


he said: 
“Mr. President. ladies and gentle- 
men: President Roosevelt has taken a 
very great interest in the Lewis ana 
Clark Exposition from its inception, and 
it is at his request, and on his behalf, I 
have the great honor of participating 
with you in these opening ceremonies. 
We commemorate an important event 
in American history.. We pay tribute 
to the intrepid explorers who made 
their arduous: expedition up the Mis- 
souri, across the Rocky Mountains, 
down to the Pacific, and’ pointed the 
way to this land of incomparable oppor- 
tunity. Their fame is secure where the 
Jeeds of men of heroic mold are forever 
recorded. They were the forerunners 
of a high order of civilization in a ter- 
ritory which, prior to their venturesome 
enterprise, was terra incognita. It was 
a wilderness, inhabited by the abori- 
gines, into which no white man had 
entered; it has become the seat of em- 
pire—of vast commercial power. We 
look ‘upon their work with genuine ad- 
miration and grateful appreciation. 
“The expedition which we celebrate 
was in the command of Captain Mert- 
wether Lewis, who had been the pri- 
vate secretary of President Jefferson 
ani of Capt. William Clark, a brother 
of George- Rogers Clark, who rendered 
guch signal and lasting service on the 
frontier during the American Revolu- 
tion. The small band who composed 
the exposition possessed the qualities 


They had great powers of endurance; 
they ha. tact, and they possessed moral 
and physical courage of a high order. 
They went about their difficult and im- 
portant task in a manner to insure the 
best results. They not only went to ex- 
plore an unknown region, but to make 
such report of their discoveries as would 
be of the utmost practical value to the 
world. There was no misadventure and 
no failure. They proceeded with good 
judgment, with patience, and with firm 
resolution. Their appointed task was 
fraught with far-reaching consequences 
anid beset with unknown dangers. The 
expedition lay far beyond the frontier 
and the reach of aid should grave perils 
arise, We-must measure the undertak- 
ing from the environment of the time 
in which it was laid. The courage which 
calmly braves unseen perils is often of 
a higher order than that which con- 
fronts known dangers. This exposition 
has risen as an expression of the grati- 
tude of the people for what brave men 
wrought for humanity and civilization 
in the long ago. 

“Thousands followed in later years 
the pathway of Lewis and Clark with 
no less Janger than they encountered 
and no less heroism than they dis- 
played. We gladly acknowledge our in- 
debteiness to those who came hither 
and erected this State. The pioneers 
who crosse! the Alleghanies, the Mis- 
eissippi River, the great plains, the 
Rocky Mountains, and built their homes 
here were of the best quality. They 
were well fitted to found a common- 
wealth anil to raise here the torch of 
our western civilization. They were 
not idlers. They were not aimless wan- 
derers. They were the soul of energy, 
and, came with high and fixed purpose. 
They have made their ample contribu- 
tion to our national strength. 

“As we stand here amid the rich 
fruits of human effort and surrounded 
by comfort unknown to any other time, 
we recal] with unmeasured appreciation 
the pioneers who led the way to great- 
ness upon this Coast. We erect monu- 
ments to commemorate the services of 
Our statesmen, the valor of our soldiers 
and sailors. The evidence of our 
gratitude should not stop there. The 
American ploneers are as worthy as 
they of some enduring tribute. Their 
services were not so picturesque ag the 
services of those who won glory upon 
the field, but they were quite as perilous 


and fruitful of as lasting good to the 
human race. The pioneers were, indeed, 
soldiers—soliiers in’ the army of peace.

RICK REPORT 


HARPOONS THROWN INTO EQUI- 
TABLE OFFICIALS’ SIDES. 


Administration ‘of Hyde Criticised, 
Business Practices Condemned, 
Negligence of Management Charged 
and Thorough Reorganization of 
Society Asked for. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRZSS—P.M.} 
NEW YORK, June 1.—While no au- 
thoritative statement was given out tc- 
day as to the nature of the Frick report 
on the Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety, it became known definitely that 
the report criticised the administration 
of the Bresident and the first and the 
second vice-presidents of the society 
and condemned the practice of individ- 
uals connected with the society enter- 
ing underwriti syndicates where 
those syndicates ad transactions with 
the society.

GOV. CHAMBERLAIN. 
EXTEND'S OREGON'S WELCOME. 


Gov. Chamberlain said: 

“It might be interesting on this occa- 
sion to discuss the motives which are 
supposed to have animated Thomas 
Jefferson when first he conceived the 
idea of establishing an American col- 
o in this northwestern territory, and 

@ interesting still to give an histo- 
rical review of events which culmi- 
nated in the Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion of exploration and discovery and 
the final planting of the Stars and 
Stripes at the mouth of the Columbia 
River nearly one hundred years ago. 
A narration of the adventures of the 
intrepid agents appointed by Jefferson 
te carry out the long-cherished design 
of permanently adding to the domain 
of the United States that portion of 
the country which lay to the north- 
westward of the Louisiana Purchase 
would read like a romance, but the 
time which has been allotted to me is 
too limited even if I felt the inclina- 
tion to indulge at length in surmise 
as to motive or in historical fact or in 
remance and adventure, and in what I 
shall have to say I will discuss rather 
the ‘results which have been accom- 
plished than the causes which have led 
to them. Certain it is that Jeffer- 
son builded better than he could have 
known when he sent Meriwether Lewis 
and William Clark on this expedition 
with a letter of credit against the 
world.” | 

Gov. Chamberlain went on to say: 

“In order to arrive at any approx- 
imate idea of the condition of a coun- 
try at any particular period of its ex- 
istence it is necessary to do so by 
comparison, and in doing this it must 
be remembered that 100 years ago the 
whole of the Northwest Territory was 
an immense wilderness, peopled only 
by the savage and pastured only by the 
buffalo and the elk. Civilization has 
not touched any portion of it with its 
magic wand, and not until many years 
later did the tide of immigration set 
in toward the West. As late as 1850 
the population of the Oregon country 
numbered only about thirteen. thous- 
and souls, while fifty years later— 
without stronger inducements than 
those which a beneficent providence of- 
fered in the way of natural wealth of 
climate and of soil—the population had 
increased to nearly a million and a 
half. But the rapidity of increase in 
population has been equaled, if it has 
not been excelled, by rapidity of pro- 
duction, for from statistics at hand 
the cereal crop of 275,781 bushels in 1850 
increased to 64,265,041 bushels in 1900; 
the hay crop from 373 tons to 3,045,244; 
hops from eight pounds to 21,548,277; 
wool from 29,686 pounds to 39,949,786; 
live stock from $1,876,189 to $83,106,380; 
manufactures from $2,206,640 to $175,000,- 
000; foreign commerce from practical- 
ly nothing to $36,000,000; mineral pro- 
duction from nothing to $70,000,000. 

“I only select a few articles of pro- 
duction to show by comparison the 
rapidity with which the wealth of this 
section has increased, and if this com- 
parison were extended to cover the 
past five years the rate of increase in 
material wealth would be even great- 
er, because there has been a greater 
annual influx of population than was 
ever known in the history of the coun- 
try. 
the distinguished repre- 
sentatives of the several States which 
have been mentioned to speak for their 
own particular section, let us consider 
for a moment the progress which Ore- 
gon has made and its present condi- 
tion and possibilities. At the begin- 
ning of the present year the population 
of Oregon fiad reached 600,000, or about 
six persons to every square mile of 
territory. A wonderful increase, in- 
deed, under the circumstances of its 
separation from the rest of the world, 
but small as compared with the older 
States of the Union. If Oregon were 4s 
thickly settled as Massachusetts it 
would have a population of 40,000,000. 
Nor would it be difficult for the State 
to support such a population, amd 
it is safe to predict, judging the fu- 
ture by the past, that when once the 
country to the westward of the Cas- 
cade Mountains and that which is sit- 
uated between the Cascade Mountains 
and the eastern boundary line of the 
State has been opened up by the con- 
struction of trunk and branch line rail- 
ways, there will be a tide of immigra- 
tion set in unequaled in the annals of 
history. 

The vast mountain ranges which 
: the coast line are covered 
from base to peak with majestic for- 
ests of fir, larch, spruce, pine and ce- 
dar, more extensive than can be 
hoasted of by any other State in the 
Union, while sleeping within their 

soms waiting only to be developed 
are mines of gold, silver, copper, iron 
and coal, exceeding in value the wealth 
of ‘Ormus or of Ind.’”’ 

Of Oregon’s productions, the Vv 
said: “No better idea can be formed 
of the wealth of the State than by 4 
statement of the amount and value of a 
few of its productions for the year 1904, 
It raised in wheat and flour 12,950,000 
bushels, valued at $18,806,000. Its tim- 
ber output was 1,405,000,000 feet, valued 
at $12,650,000. Its hop yield was 16,000,000 
pounds, valued at $4,000,000. Its fruit 
output, consisting of apples, prunes, 

ars, hes, cherries, grapes, straw- 
berries and smali fruits, was worth $2,- 
413,500. Its livestock was valued at $24,- 
920,000. Its mining product was $10,000, - 
000, Its wool and mohair was or

000. Its dairying product 
ee Its fishing industry produced 
$3,365,641. These varied industries show 


from which the immense 
wealth of the State is realized each 
year, and promise an increasel value 
with each ———~ year as the popu- 
lation of the State increases.

States roub the acquisition of the 
Northevest Territory, I will call atten- 
tion to the fact that by it the Pacific 
seaboard has been acquired by the Uni- 
ted States with all of its magnificent 
harbors and the possibilities of making 
the coast the mistceas of the commerce 
of the Pacific.

It is within the 
range of possibility that the commerce 
of the Pacific will in a few years equal, 
if it dees not exceed, that of the Atlan- 
tic, and when that time arrives the pos- 
session of all ports of entry along the 
Western Coast will prove of incalcuable 
benefit and advantage. 

“Taking into consideration, then, the 
spendid resources of the Oregon country 
and the possibilities of a «commerce 
which must of necessity rapidly in- 
creaece in volume and value, can it not

CASSINI’S VISIT 
TO PRESIDENT. 


Russian Ambassdor May Go 
to White House Today. 
Peace Moves Depend Upon 
' Message from Czar. 


Crushing Character of Defeat 
is Not Yet Realized. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—Russia will 
know officially how ready this gov- 
ernment is to assist her in commencing 
peace negotiations with Japan at the 


eurliest possible moment, if Count Caa-_ 


sini, the Russian Ambassador, carries 
out his intention of seeing the Presi- 
dent tomorrow. 

Indirectly, Count Cassini Is already 
informed of the willingness of the 
President to take up the question of 
peace terms with Japan provided Rus- 
si. is prepared to discuss the sup- 
ject in good faith; but, unless he ,re- 
ceives instructions from his govern- 
ment between now-and the time he calls 
on the President, the Ambassador will 
personally express the firm conviction 
that his government has no intention 
of negotiating with Japan at this 
time. 

li was suggested tonight that the 
failure to receive any advices from St. 
Petersburg regarding the attitude of 
t#« Emperor was one reason why Count 
Cassini had deferred his call at the 
White House. 

The whole situation was thoroughly 
discussed in an informal way by Count 
Cassini with his warm personal friend, 
Baron Speck von Sternberg, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, Who dined at 
Russian Embassy tonight, after hav- 
ing had a conference with the Presi- 
dent earlier in the day. 

Indicative of the importance of the 
two conferences with the German Am- 
baesador was the statement from the 
Russian Ambassador, late tonight, that 
h« hoped to see the President within 
the next twenty-four hours. 

Meanwhile, it can be stated on the 
best authority that the Washington 
government is biding its time, believ- 
ing that Russia must be given time 
to fully realize the crushing character 
of her defeat before she will be will- 
ing to consider the advisability of aban- 
oe her determination to continue 
the war.

RUSSIA'S NAVAL RANK. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Figures prepared for the 
New York: Times by the Naval Intel- 
ligence Bureau of the Navy Depart- 
ment, under direction of Capt. Seaton 
Schroeder, its chief, show that, as a 
result of the battle just fought, Ruesia 
has dropped from third to seventh 
place as a naval power. 

The United States rises from fifth to 
fourth and Germany from fourth to 
third. The naval powers now rank in 
this order: Great Britain, France, 
Germany, United States, Italy, Japan, 
Russia, and Austria. 

Practically all that Russia has left 
is the Black Sea fleet. Of her nine- 
teen battleships, only seven remain; 
of her eleven coast-defense vessels, in- 
cluding smaller battleships and mont- 
tors, only seven; of her seven armored 
cruisers, three; of her twenty other 
cruisers, fifteen; of her forty-one -tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, thirty-three; of 
her eighty-five torpedo boats, eighty- 
iwo.

BAKERSFIELD, June 1.—J. E. G. 
Hunter, a banker and prominent busi- 
ness man of Crawford, Neb., and at 
one time manager of the cattle depart- 
ment of the Kern County Land Com- 
pany, in this country, was thrown 
frcm a buggy attached to a runaway 
team in Bakersfield late this afternoon 
and died at 6 o'clock at a sanatorium 
as the result of the injuries received. 

Mr. Hunter arrived here only this 
morning from Nebraska to visit for a 
few days and started out in the aft- 
ernoon for a ride with E. T. Sanders, 
a cousin of W. 8. Tevis. 

Before the team had gotten outside 
of the city lmits, the horses became 
urmanageable, ran into a ditch and 
threw the occupants from the seat. 
Sanders fell clear of the buggy and 
received some bruises, but Hunter was 
caught in the double-trees and dragged 
four several hundred yards. 

The team collided with a tele- 
graph pole and at that point Hunter 
was released from his perilous posi- 
tron. He was unconscious, however, 
and though he rallied slightly after 
being taken to the sanatorium his in- 
proved fatal. Besides several 

token bones, his scalp was badly 
lacerated aff@ he received a hurt over

ury. 

The deceased was a native of Ala- 
bama and about 65. He has one brother 
residing in Nebraska. 


CIRCULATION STATEMENT. 

WASHINGTON, June 1. — The 
monthly statement of the coinage ex- 
ecuted at the mints of the United 
States shows that during May the 
coinage amounted to $4,079,365, as fol- 
lows: Gold, $3,270,000; silver, $564,874; 
miscellaneous, $244,491. 

In addition to this amount, 702,000 
pieces were executed for the Philip- 
piff@government. 

The monthly circulation statement 
issued by the Compirolier of the Cur- 
rency shows that at the close of busi- 
ness May 31, 1906, the total circulation 
of national bank notes outstanding 
amounted to $488,327,516, an increase 
for the year of $42,338,851; an increase 
for the month of $7,082,571. 

The circulation based on United 
States bonds amounted to $456,239,096, 
an increase for the year of $48,960,062, 
an increase for the month of $7,091,330. 
‘The amount of circulation secured by 
lawful money was $32,088,420, a de- 
crease for the year of $6,621,111, and a 
decrease for the month of $8,759. 

The amount of bonds on deposit to 
secure circulating notes was $461,150,- 
to secure public deposits, $81,- 


The Comptroller of the Currency to- 
day issued a call for the condition of 
national banks at the close of busi- 
ness Monday, May 29, 1905. 

The monthly statement of the public 
debt shows that at the close of busi- 
ness May 31, 1905, the debt, less cash in 
the treasury, amounted to $1,000,346,- 
128, which is an increase for the month 
of $3,128,187, and is accounted for by 
a corresponding decrease in the amount 
of available cash on hand, of about 
$48,000,000. The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: Interest-bearing debts, 
$895,158,240; debt on which interest has 
ceased since maturity, $1,137,165; 

$384,852,100; 
$1,281,387,505. 


This amount, however, does not in- 
clude $995,529,969 in certificates| and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of eash in 
the treasury held for redemption.

ST. PAUL (Minn.) June 1.—An ob- 
Servance of the law so rigid that it 
may prove more or less annoying is 
announced by the Great Northern 
road in issuing its new passenger 
tariff for the State of Washington. 
An act regulating passenger rates 
Strictly will go into effect in that 
State June 9. Thereafter. accordingly.

CARS SLIDE ON THE TRACKS 
SLIPPERY WITH BODIES. 


Beetles of Offensive Odor Appear in 
Clouds by Day and Swarm in My- 
riads About Electric Lamps at 
Night—Grasshoppers Also Dim the 
Street Lights—Canal Troubles. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 31.—Like unto 
a@ plague of Egypt is an affliction that 
has dropped upon Ph during the 
last few hot days. “Stink bugs,” black 
beetles of most offensive odor, are here 
in clouds, under foot by day and 
swarming in myriads around every 
electric light by nighi. So thick are 
they around fireet corners at night, 
brought by the intersection lights, that 
street cars, orcs stopped find difficulty 
in again stiriing, and the wheels so 
slip on thousands of squashed insects 
that the brakes fail to bring the car 
to a standstill! for a half block after 
setting. 

The sidewalks are black with the 
vermin and spotted as with grease 
where the bugs have been squashed un- 
der foot. Even the oldest inhabitant 
hesitates to tell of insect invasions that 
in any wise compare. Last night 
swarms of grasshoppers of common 
character reinforced the beetles and 
dimmed the street lights by their num- 
bers. 

An odd feature is that the neighbor- 
ing town of Tempe, though eiectric 
lighted, has none of the bugs, which 
appear to have concentrated in this 
city from the surrounding fields. Just 
where they come from is a mystery and 
all appear to be of a size. It is be- 
lieved that they will Geappesr as sud- 
denly as they came. 

CANAL TROUBLES. 

A definite movement has been begun 
by the farmers under the Arizona Ca- 
nal to throw the cana! corporation into 
receivership. Meetings of irrigators 
have been held in Phoenix and Glen- 
dale, and it is understood that attor- 
neys have been instructed to apply at 
once to the courts for relief from pres- 
ent conditions. It is believed that the 
canal company would rather welcome 
a receivership, as money is far from 
plentiful in its treasury and heavy ex- 
penses are to be met in connection 
with the broken. dam and damaged 
canal. It is alleged that the dam is 
practically in as bad condition as a 
month ago, while the farmers are haul- 
ing water for their stock, and, in some 
cases, to keep young trees alive. 

The orange growers were prompt in 
their installation of a pumping plant 
at the head of the canal, for the saving 
of their crop. The pumps were start- 
ed three days ago, throwing a stream 
of 2000 miners’ inches into the great 
canal, but had to be shut down within 
a few hours, as the men employed by 
the canal company to clean the ditch 
hurried up word that they were be- 
ing flooded out. It is reported that 
enough sand will be out of the canal 
tomorrow to permit the passage of the 
pumped water. The orange crop will 
be in serious danger unless the trees 
are watered within a week. This, it 
is expected, will be accomplished. But 
the ordinary farmers do not partici- 
pate in the benefit of this pumped wa- 
ter, and heavy losses are reported al- 
ready. It is feared that many will be 
ruined if the dam is not reconstructed 
within a month. It is believed that 
this can be done, if proper energy and 
enough money are pu* into the work. 

The farmers under the Grand Canal 
who took time by the forclock and 
themselves opened up a new heading 
for their canal, hitherto supplied from

SETTLE THE ISSUE. 


Shall Prohibition Prevail, or High 
License be Given a Chance?—Dr. 
Chapman Declares Himself First 
Time on ‘ ‘Entering Wedge. ’’ 


HE town ts dry. Every saloon and 
wholesale liquor house in Los An- 
geles is closed tight. Neither wine, 
beer, ale, porter, whisky, brandy, rum, 
gin, “or other intoxicating beverage” 
can be had—not even “with ea hot meal” 
in restaurant or café—in the City of the 
Angeles today. 
This drinkless régime will have sway 
until a few minutes after 6 o'clock this 


| evening, by which time the sovereign 


people will have decreed at the polls 
whether or not the Chapman prohibi- 
tion ordinance shall “take effect and be 
in force ninety days from date.” 

In other words, this is prohibition- 
election day, and of their own accord 
the saloon-keepers, wholesale liquor 
men and restauranteurs are giving the 
capital of Southern California a taste 
of what it means to be forbidden a 
taste. The self-promulga‘ted order 
went into effect in the 200 saloons and 
all the wholesale houses and the 200- 
odd restaurants at 8 o'clock last night, 
and holds good until 5:05 o'clock this 
evening. Signs to this effect are prom- 
inently displayed; and in some restau- 
rants the piacards read “until 7 o'clock 
Saturday morning.” 

The closing decision grew out of a 
Suggestion made by the organization 
of business men which early in the 
campaign took up the task of defeating 
the proposed ordinance. Whether or 
not it is significant, the fact is interest- 
ing enough to mention that the closing 
suggestion, coupled with the observa- 
tion that it was for the good of liquor 
men themselves to do what they could 
toward preventing election-eve and 
election-day drunkenness, was “turned 
down” by only two of the 
more than four hundred houses con- 
cerned—a wholesale place on the east 
side of Broadway between First and 
Second streets, and a faloon on the 
west side of Main street between Third 


“THE ENTERING WEDGE.” 


Those who do not beiieve that ; 

prohibition is effective, and who ; 
do not desire to see Los An- 
geles a “dry town,” have freeiy 
charged during this campaign 
that Dr. Chapman's ordinan:e 
is an entering wedge for the en- 
grafting of absolute prohibition 
upon this city. It seems that 
this charge was a shot that 

,went home, yet Dr. Chapman, , 
though publically invited to 
repudiate it, has refrained until 
now from meeting and answer- 
ing it. 

In an effort to have this vital 
point settied before the ballot- 
ing began, a Times representa- 
tive yesterday afternoon called 
on Dr. Chapman and put the 
question, flat: 

“Is this ordinance designed voy 
you and those whom you lead 
in this campaign as an enter- 
ing wedge for the future accom- 
plishment of absolute prohibi- 
tion in Los Angeles.” 

And Dr. Chapman replied, with 
considerable asperity: 

“That is none of your busi- 
ness, sir!” 

Again and again the question 
was approached and an answer 
sought, without better result. At 
length, Dr. Chapman became ex- 
asperated, flushed and vehement. 
“Very well then, put your ques- 
tion again, and I'll give you an 
out-and-out answer!” he ex- 
claimed. 

The question was put: 

“Is this ordinance intended as 
an wedge?” 

the replied. 
n this question was put: 

ordinance carries, and 
is enforced and obeyed, will you 
and those whom you represent 
in this campaign be content 
with that, or will you go farther 
and try to make Los Angeles 
an absolutely ‘dry’ town?” 

Replied Dr. Chapman: Who 
am I, that I should pledge the 
will of the people?” 

The questioner refusing to ac- 
cept. this ¢vasion, the good doc- 
tor gave this answer: 

“There is at present and in 
connection with the proposed 
ordinance, no purpose on my 
part or the part of those whom 
I lead, to follow up this cam- 
paign with a campaign for ab- 
solute prohibition in Los An- 
geles. But I cannot say what 
purposes may arise in the fu-. 
ture. We must vanquish the. 
liquor traffic just as the Jap-. 
anese overthrew Port Arthur— 
by little.” 

Then” he was asked, “you 
will not pledge yourself and 
your people to be content with 
the ordinannce, if it carries, 
and refrain from trying to make 
Los Angeles a ‘dry town?” 

He answered: “ 1 will pledge 
nothing of the kind. I simply 
deciare that we have no such 
intention—at present. And fur- 
thermore, if this ordinance is de- 
feated we will immediately be- 
Zin preparations for making 
this same fight all over again.” 


and Fourth. A committee promptly 
called on these recalcitrants, with the 
result that they hoisted the “Nothing 
Doing” sign. 

BEFORE THE BATTLE, 

Until late hours last night the Pro- 
hibitionists prayed and the opposition- 
ists worked, girding up their neighbors’ 
loins in their respective ways for the 
great battle of Friday, June 2, A.D. 
1905, the like of which was never be- 
fore precipitated in this municipality. 

In his lofty office rooms on the elev- 
enth floor of the Braly Block Dr. Er- 
vin S. Chapman, with, the assistance of 
two young women, held the Prohibition 
fort, taking glory messages from the 
overworked "phones, responding to 
spiritually-couched greetings from 
black-frocked brothers, dispatching oc- 
casional orders, handing out bulky 
bunches of anti-saloon titerature. 

On the second floor of the Hollenbeck 
Hotel, rooms Nos. 120, 121, 122 and 123 
hummed with preélec tion business. 
There was the outer room, in which 
the unknown sat down to think up 
some bit of invaluable. information 
that would entitle them to a hearing 
farther in; there was the second-degree 
room, where men s@ood around in attl- 
tudes of varying nonchalance, 
for someone higher up to nod I 
friendly recognition; there was the sift- 
ing room, where Luther Brown alter- 
nately talked into one ‘phone while 
keeping the other nameennianite by 
holding his palm over the mouthpiece, 
and harkened to the reports of sundry 
lieutenants; and finally, there was the 
inner room, whose sliding doors a 
young rman in shirtsleeves manipulated 
and within whose precincts the last 
orders for the battle were imparted. 
Everywhere here was plenty of tobacco 
smoke, impregnating such an atr of 
actual poligics asx betokens veteranship, 
preparedness, organization. 

A GUESS AT THE VOTE. 

Beyond the statements published in 
yesterday's Times—that of the Prohi- 
bitionists that they would win by a fair 
majority, and that of the opposition- 
ist# that the ordinance would be de- 
feated by at least two to one—neither 
side last evening would prophesy the 
ballots: nor did they care to “get down 
to actual figures.”"’ The inost that can 
be done, then, is to guess for one’s self, 
with the casual assistance of some folk 
who claim to be ‘‘wise.”’ 

Tt is an established rule that light 
votes gre cast at.special elections, so 
nothing like the heavy voie polled at 
the hist regular city election should be 
looked for today. At that election, held 
in last December. the total vote cast in 
the 108 precincts of the city was 27,292. 
From this must be deduct~d about 4000 
votes of persons who have lost their 
right to participate at the polls today 
throngh having moved out of their pre- 
cincts since they registered for the De- 
cember election, and neglected to get 
transfers. This reduces the maxi- 
mum possible vote for today to. say, 
23,000; and it is believed unlikely that 
more than four in every five of thoere 
23,000 voters will turn out. If this be 
a correct estimate, about 18.000 ba}l- 
lots will be cast between the hours of 
5:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. 

If. then, the oppositionists win ac- 
cording to their claim of two to one, 
about 6000 votes will be cast for the 
prohibition ordinance and 12,000 against 
it. And, indeed. this seems like a rea- 
sonable and likely guess. 

LEMONADE AND BEER. 

The report got abroad yesterday aft- 
ernoon that the Prohibitionists had de- 
termined to place a booth or stand 
clore to every one of the 108 polls and 
there dispense free lemonade during 
voting hours. This rumor was fast foj- 
lowed by another to the effect that a 
radical element of the opposition would 
meet this move b) erecting stands and 
giving away glasses of beer. 

City Attorney Matthews was asked 
whether either of these tricks would be 
violative of the law which_forbids elec- 
tioneering within 100 feet of any polling 


place. He replied that it would not. 
Dr. Chapman was asked about the 
lemonade report. “I know nothing of 
it,” he said. “It is yndoubtedly false.” 
Luther Brown was asked about the 
beer rumor. “Absolutely untrue,” he 
said. “If the Prohibitionists want to 


buy votes with lemonade they may do 
so, but we will buy none with beer.” 
TODAY'S ISSUE. 

If the ordinance carries in today's 
election, the following will become the 
law at the expiration of ninety days 
from today: 

di.) All saloons, must go out of bust- 
ness. (2.) No intoxicants except wine, 
beer, ale. and porter can be served 
in any hotel, restaurant or club, and 
then only in the main dining-room 
thereof, with a bona fide hot meal. 
(3.) Liquors can not be served in any 
private room except at a person's own 
table in his own home, provided he 
owns that home. Legally, this makes 
it unlawful to serve fermented wine in 
enurch at the communion table. (4) 
Melt, vinous and spirituous liquors can 
Le sold in wholesale houses, in bettles 
ot not less than one-fifth of a gal- 
lor eac 

If the ordinance fails to carry in to- 
day's election, it is the general under- 
sianding that the best, conservative 
people of the city will unite for the 


enacting of high-license and strict 
laws.

MANY PROHIBITION MEETINGS. 
With a final burst of Oratory and 
song; with stereopticon, banner and 
band, the prohibition forces fired their 
last volleys of the campaign last 
night. Meetings were held in nearly 
every section of the city, some of 
them being largely attended while at 
others there seemed but little display 
of interest. The largest meeting o” 
the evening was at the big tent, Sixth 
and Hill streets, while the smallest 
probably was at Bethlehem (Church, 
Vignes street, where Spanish-Ameri- 


cans met. 
Nearly alj the gatherings disbande 
o'clock and the active weork- 


on hastened.to their beds, prepara- 
tory to an early start on this day 
ef vote hustling. 

Rev. William Horace Day was the 
fist speaker at the big tent oppo- 
site Central Park. The place was 
filled, an unusually large number of 
owmen being in the audience. Giles 
Kellogg and Mrs. William Simpson were 
other speakers, and the feature of the 
meeting was a talk by Harold Kiggins, 
the boy orator, who made a hit with 
his arguments against the saloon. The 
Meneley quartette sang.

WOE-BEGONE. 


Spontaneous Combustion 
Near the Thirsty Ones. 
Scenes Among the Bums ona 
“Dry” Night. 


And Funny at the Theaters 
Between the Acts 


At 8 o'clock last evening the most 
horrible tragedy in the history of the 
Hobo Corner took place; every saloon 
shut down with a bang on an ordinary 
week-day night. The Hobo Corner al- 
most dropped dead. 

Red-hot thirsts raged on; human all- 
mentary canals shriveled and cracked; 
rattled like dry leaves in every breeze. 
Spontaneous combustion was narrowly 
avoided. 

The spectator was confronted by the 
most woe-begone scenes. 

The faithful stood around the corner 
of First and Main like wet crows on a 
fence rail in the rain. They hovered in 
dejected groups, too saddened to speak. 

A barkeeper came out of the saloon 
on the corner of First and Main streets 
in his white apron and they looked at 
him in silent reproach. 

The buzzing crowd melted away from 
the Hobo Corner until it was an aching 
desolation of electric lights and wan 
shadows,

DARING BURGLARIES 
IN POLICE STATION. 


O THE ranks of the Police De- | 

partment harbor an expert sneak- 

thief? In the light of recent 
events officiais of the “finest” are 
compelled to admit that circumstances 
point to such a condition, | e 

Petty thefts at the Central Station 
have frequently been reported, but 
they have usually been charged against 
“trusties,” several of whom usually 
have the run of the jail, hospital and 
stables. But yesterday the news 
leaked out that the property-room had 
been entered by burglars under the 
very noses of the jailer and desk ser- 
geant, and packages belonging to pris- 
oners had been rifled of money and val- 
uu bles. 

No information concerning the bur- 
glary could be obtained from heads of 
departments, all of whom were re- 
ticent about the affair. One package 
containing $10.45 in change had been 
rifled of its contents, the police reluc- 
tantly admitted, but of other reported 
losses they would say nothing. 

The property-room is situated di- 
rectly opposite the jail door and ad- 
joining the sergeants’ room, with 
which it is connected. Ray Cottle is 
the property clerk, and and thousands 
of dollars are handled by him each 
month. When a prisoner is searched 
in front of the desk sergeant, his val- 
uables and money are placed in a 
sealed package properly labeled and 
put in the vault. Later they are 
turned over to the property clerk, to- 


gether with all the other goods and 
- paraphernalia belonging to men under 
arrest. Cottle keeps the valuables in 
strong lockers, and he is ever vigilant 
while on duty, but at night the prop- 
erty-room is deserted, and though it 
is under the eye of the jaller, that in- 
dividual has other duties and he can- 
hot watch it constantly. 

During Cottle’s absence a day or 
two ago thieves entered the room and 
unlocked a number of drawers with 
skeleton keys. The theft was not dis- 
covered until yesterday. 

Every policeman who has 
had business in the property-room will 
be examined by Acting Chief ef Police 
Bradish. Yesterday several patrolmen 
were on the carpet, and Capt. Bradish 
proposes to quickly ascertain if the 
department is harboring a thief or 
burglar. Two months ago, several 
lockers in the assembly-room were 
broken open and various articles, such 
as revolvers and billies, were stolen. 
The Receiving Hospital has been pil- 
fered on numerous occasions, and lese 
than a year ago a patient was robbed 
of a belt containing several hundred 
dollars. This last offense. however, 
was traced to three trusties, and they

ASSESSMENT ROLL. 

Chairman Smith of Finance Com- 

mittee Sitting on Lid of City’s 

Strong Box—Meager Prospect for 

Piace Hunters—Some Balking at 
Proposed Water Bond. 


Prospects are unusually bright fora 
@enerous reduction this year in the 


tax raie. 

A@vance figures and estimates from 
the Assessor's office indicate that the 
Sssessinent roll will show an increase 
Of $30,000,000 over that of iast year. 

This, at the present rate of taxation, 
Would mean an increase in revenue of 
over $450,000. Making an allowance for 
the loss of $180,000 in saloon license 
revenue, the increase would still be 
$270,000. But the general opinion of 
those in munticipal circles is that the 
be 
increased rather ihan diminished dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year. 

Mayor McAleer, City Attorney Math- 
ews and City Assessor Lewis are work- 
ing together to the end that the tax 
Tate shall be reduced at least 10 cénts 
On each 3100 of valuation in the old 
city limits. 

Mr. Lewis is performing his part of 
the contract by equalizing assessmenis 
in the residence dis- 
tricts by raising the low ve'luations 
up to their proper places. This alone 
promises to give an increase of over 
$10,000,000 in assessed values. 

Most of the remaining increase is 
represent by improvements on prop- 
ériy and increased Valuation oc- 
casioned by street openings and im- 
provements, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to over 100 miles of new or im- 
proved roadways. 

An item of increase this year which 
Goes not show in the assessment rol! is 
the income from licenses. Collections 
for the month of April alone amounted 
to over $30,000. It is estimated that 
the license collections forthe next 
fiscal year will total $400,000. This is 
about 000 greater than the licenre 
collections prier to the prerent year. 
Mm is equal to the revenue derived 
from $15,000,000 fot real and personal 


property. i! 

Of course increased revenue means 
sdditional expense, and Wf the differ- 
ent department wants were all to be 


big increase in revenue at the end of 
the fiscal year. 

But it must not be forgotten that 
Chairman Smith of the Finance Com- 
mittee is sitting on the lid of the 
city’s strong box. 

resent tax rate in the old city 
limits $1.40 on each $100 of assessed 
VYaiuation. It is the aim of the pres- 
ent administration to reduce this 
Amount at least to $1.30. 

The only argument used against re- 
Gucing the tax rate is that the city 
Should be preparing to pay for the big 
bond issue that will be necessary to 
provide fer increasing’ the present 
water supply. 

A rumor is afloat in certain quarters 
that the cost of the proposed additions 
will be about $20,000,000. This would

Revenue equal to @# cents on each

INSULTS COURT. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE, BURGLARS, 
GET STIFF SENTENCES. 


' Woman te Save Whom Extraordi- 
nary Efforts Had Been Made, Shows 
What She Really is When She Re- 
ceives Her Punishment—Title of 
“Duke of Watts” Established. 


“May Your Honor’s heart soon be as 
soft as your head.” 

Thus cooed Mrs. Aimee Meloling. 
burglar, yesterday, after she had been 
given a three years’ sentence at San 
Quentin. Judge Smith looked taken 
aback somewhat. 

“What was that she said, Mr. Mc- 
Comas?” he inquired of the Deputy 
District Attorney. 

Mr. McComas straightened the kinks 
out of his face and professed also to 
be ignorant what magi words of 
“compliment” the defendant had thrown 
at the court. -He passed it along to 
ihe official reporter and Ben Smith 
said he had it down all serene. 

“What was itt’ queried the court. 

“She said: ‘May Your Honor's head 
soon be as soft as your heart,’” and 
then the official recorder after having 
transposed the quotation ducked his 
head and began taking rapid notes of 
nothing. 

Taken either way no compliment 
was intended, but Judge Smith merely 
sniffed and said there was nothing in 
the words. That was the best view tv 
take, inasmuch’ as the law would not 
permit of an extra punishment being 
dealt out however much it might be 
deserved.

Lowest Bidder Asks Fifteen Thous- 
and Dollars and Board of Ed::cation 
Considers Figures Excessive—Brick 
Building Likely to Go on the Four- 
teenth-street Site.

The proposed removal of the Sixth- 
Street school building from the site 
purchased by the Huntington interests 
to a new location in the vicinity of Ivy 
and Fourteenth streets, is proving a 
thorn in the flesh to the Board of 
Education. 

After various red-tape proceedings 
had been gone through with the Board 
tinally advertised for bids for the re- 
moval of the building. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon the bids were opened, and the 
members of the board were astounded 
at the figures. 

Groves & Cleland bid $26,500; D. R. 
Tripp's figure was $19,937; and the low- 
est bidder was William Knickrehm, 
who wanted $16,500 tor the job. 

The Building VCommitiee reported 
that in each case the board would be 
required to furnish shingies for a new 
roof. These figures were considered 
excessive, and as it was believed there 
would be difficulty in securing lower 
bids, the board decided to advertise the 
building, a fourteen-room structure, 
for sale. If this ig accomplished it is 
probabie that a _ sixteen-room brick 
building will be constructed on the 
Fourteenth-street site.

NTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

The eleventh annual meeting of 
the Lake Mohonk Conference of In- 
ternationai Arbitration is now in ses- 
sion at Lake Mohonk, N. Y., with the 
Hon. George Gray, the well-known 
Delaware jurist and member of the 
Hague Tribunal, presiding. Hon. An- 
drew D. White, lateiy Ambassador to 
Germany, Justice Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Court, Hon. Oscar 
Straus of New York, member of the 
Hague Tribunal, H. B. F. Macfarland 
of Washington, and John Bassett 
Moore of Columbia University will be 
among the leading speakers, and prom. 
nent men from all parts of the coun- 
try, to the number of some three hiun- 
dred, will attend. 

Among the subjects to receive at- 
tention will be the significance of the 
recent North Sea incident and its set- 
tlement, the effect of the failure of the 
arbitration treaties at Washington, 
and the possibilities of the proposed 
international conference to be called 
by the President. A prominent feature 
will be tke session devoted to business 
men at which delegates from many 
business bodies including the Mer- 
chants’ Association and the Manufac- 
ulrers’ Association of New York, the 
Trades League of Philadelphia, the 
Merchants Exchange of St. Louis, the 
Chambers of Commerce of Boston, Al- 
bany, Rochester, Milwaukee and Colo- 
rado Springs and the Boards of Trade 
of Baltimore, Scranton, Pa., and Col- 
umbus, Ohio: Over seventy-five such 
orgarizations have identified them- 
selves with the object of the confer- 
ence. 

Although, like other reform bodies, 
it has come in for its full share of 
ridicule, the Lake Mohbonk Conference 
eserves more than a passing notice. 
Men lixe George Gray, Andrew D. 
White, Oscar Straus and David J. 
|_Brewer would iiardly spend time ad- 
dresaing a gathering of theorists; nor 
would chambers of commerce, com- 
posed of hard-headed business men, be 
likely to send delegates, in some cases 
nearly across the continent, to a sen- 
timental assembiy. 

As a matier of fact, the: Lake Mo- 
honk Conference seems to be. dealing 
with an important subject in a rather 
practical way. it is not a peace con- 
ference (a fact quite generally mis- 
understood) but confines its attention 
to international arbitration and the 
best means of bringing about its more 
general adoption. It does not claim 
that arbitration can always take the 
place of war, but believing that it has 
possibilities yet undeveloped, it aims 
to point them ovt, and enlist public 
opinion in their support. Since many 
peovle have more or less vague ideas of | 
international ariitration, the confer-— 
ence is performing a real public service | 
by stripping the subject of some of its | 
theory and pointing out its defects and 
its practical advantages in a concrete |

AILROAD ORGANIZATION. 

If the combined railroads of.the 
country co not succeed in defeating 
such rate-makinz legislation as is dis- 
tasteft:l to them, it will not be for want 
of organization on their part, nor for 
want of hard, unremitting effort to se- 
cure what they want and to prevent 
such legislation as they do not want. 

A Chicago dispatch, a few days ago, 
gave dut the information that the rail- 
road systems of the country have em- 
bared upon “a campaign of education 
ahich national in scope, and which 
will cost them many millions of dollars 
annually.”

This lack has 
been made conspicuous in the hearings 
before the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce, which ended a few 
days azo. These, hearings were in the 
nature of. a farce. About the only 


thing accomplished was the affording 


of an opportunity to a number of rail- 
road presidents to explain why they 
are opposed to conferring upon the 
Interstate Commerce Commission the 
power to declare maximum rates, in 
disputed cases. Of course, there was 
great unanimity among the railroad 
men in declaring against such a pian. 
But there was (little argument pre- 
sented on the other side. The public 
was practically unrepresented in the 
hearing, and the Senate Committee 
will not be likely to report in favor of 
any very radical legislation on ‘he 
basis of this ex-parte expression of 
opinion, 

The Chicago Tribune, in this con- 
nection, well says: 

“The general public has not been se- 
riously impressed by the arguments 
of the railroad presidents. It has not 
lost sight of the fact that they were 
made by interested parties, and has 
discounted them liverally for that 
reason. It has not been favorably im- 


pressed by the assertion that railroad 


men alone are competent to make 
rates. Nor is it prepared to admit that 
the managers of railroads understand 


the business of the shippers and what 


is good for them beiter than the ship- 
pers themselves.” 


ODAY, THE VOTING. 

Probably every voter of Los An- 
geles has by this time made up his 
mind as to how he will vote at today’s 
election. The campaifn has been a 
strenuous one, and practically noth- 
ing remains to complete it but-to cast 
the ballots and count them. 

Every voter has had ample time to 
decide how he ought to vote on the 
prohibition question, in order to gat- 
The issues 
have been fully discussed, and out of 
the mass of arguments which have 
been presented—some of them strong 
and sédme of them weak, some true 
and some false, some sincere and 
others insincere—the intelligent voter 
should have little difficulty in deter- 
mining for himself upon which side 
his vote should be cast. This decis- 
ion will of course depend upon the 
point of view. 

Prohibition extremists declare, with 
unnecessary vehemence, that the 
question to be decided is simply that 
of “saloon or no saloon.” A common. 
sense view of the situation shows 
plainly that there is more than that 
in the pending question. The real 
issue is’ between prohibition on the 
one hand and high-license on the 
other hand. The proposed ordinance 
is merely a preliminary step to abso- 
lute prohibition, which is confessedly 
the ultimate aim and purpoze of its 
proponents. 

If prohibition were not the ultimate 
aim, the pending ordinance would be 
utterly illogical and utterly indefensi- 
ble from the prohibitionist’s point of 
view. If it be not a prohibition ordi- 
nance, in its ultimate intention, it 
is a license ordinance, designed to 
transfer the traffic in liquors from 
one set of dealers to another—from 
the hands of saloon keepers to those 
of wholesaler:, restaurant keepers, 
druggists and “blind pigs.” 

If this be the intention, the ordi- 
nance is obviously unworthy the sup- 
port of those who believe in prohibi- 
tion, and if the ordinance should 
carry, it would not make the situation 
better, but would be very likely to 
make it worse. | 

Prohibitionists, if they believe in 
prohibition as a remedy for’ intem- 
nerance, should have the courage to 
say 80. 

If the ordinance to be voted upon 
today does not stand for prohibition 
it stands for the licensing of liquor- 
selling. There is a public sentiment 
in this community which will de- 
mand, after this ordinance shall have 
been defeated, that licenses shall be 
raised al! along the line. This will 
give more effectual regulation of the 
traffic than any other plan proposed. 
When prohibitionists deny that the 
proposed ordinance is for prohibition, 
they give their whole case away. and, 
in fact, deny the principles for which 
they are supposedly contending. 

As high license will almost certain- 
ly follow the defeat of the ordinance, 
it is useless to deny that high license 
is one cf the issues of the cam- 
paign. It is one of the principal is- 
sues. 

The mere fact that the question, as 
presented to the voters, does not per- 
mit them to vote directly for high 
license, is not sufficient to exclude 
issue from the cam- 
paign. Nor is it just to class as 
supporters of the saloons all persons 
who will vote against the ordinance 
as it: stands. Many such voters, ‘who 
cannot conscientiously vote for the 
pending crdinance, would vote lor 
high license if afforded an opportn- 
nity. They will vote against the ordi- 
nance because they believe it  im- 
practicable as a true temperance 
‘measure. They would vote for high 
license, if the opportunity offered, be- 


cause they deem it practicable. These 
men of conservative views are not 
“bums” nor “soaks.” They are men 
of good sense and sound judgment. 
And they make the question of higa 
license an important issue, which the 
people will probably have an oppor- 
tunity to vote on at some fuiure time. 

But, cui bono? The battle of the 
ballots is at hand. It is up to the 
people to decide “under which flag” 
they will march, and their verdict, as 
it will today be rendered, must stand 
as the law of the municipality until 
changed through popular edict at 
some future time, 4 

Every voter should ‘consider it a 
sacred and inviolable duty to cast his 
ballot taday, whether for or against 
the ordinance. So important an 
election must not be allowed to go by 
default, one way or the other. 


is OVER THE SEAS.

Holland and Germany. 

Ir. the May number of the Nationa! 
Review will be found an article that 
throws a great deal of light on Hol- 
land's @fieasiness over Germany's ter- 
ritorial ambitions. It is from the pen 
of P. J. Traeistra, leader of the So- 
clal-Democratic party in the Dutch 
Parliament. Holland, the writer shows, 
possesses great attractions for her 
powerful’ neighbor, mainly because she 
controls the lower stretches and the 
mouth of Germany's chief artery of com- 
merce, the Rhine. In time of war, 
therefore, even a declaration of neu- 
trality on the part of Holland would 
place severe restrictions on German 
industry. But with Holland an integral 
part of Germany's dominions the lat- 
ter’s power both of offense and. of de- 
ferse would be enormously strength- 
ened. Rotterdam, the seaport of the 
Rhine, would be a great naval arsenal, 
from which the sea-borne trade cf 
Germany could be defended. The ques- 
tion has also its economic aspect, but 
the strategic consideration ts the all- 
important one. 
Annexation or Concuest. 

Ir (Germany a strong movement 's 
afoot for a benevolent annexation in 
thé form of an alliance by which the 
Dutch national sentiment would be re- 
apected. The main argument put for- 
ward is that Holland, although:-in a 
prosperous condition, is becoming more 
and more dependent on the economic 
lite of her’ neighbor, and that her in- 
terests Are really identical with those 
of her hinterland, namely the German 
Rhine provinces. But this argument, 
meant for the Dutch, is invariably but- 
tressed by the argument that appeals 
solely to the German—the power, tn 
time of war or by means of a tariff 
war, to guard the vital artery of Ger- 


many’s commerce. Back to this the 
discussion invariably comes. So insist- 
ent are the newspaper and magazine 
articles In Germany for action to te 


taken that the fears of the patriotic 
party in Holland thoroughly 
areused. They recognize their utter 
impotence to defend their country with 
a tiny army of 109,000 men ali told, or 
their vast East Indian possessions with 


a toy fleet, much of it for modern fi¢h:- 
ing purposes little better than screp 
iren. 
The Dutch East indies. 


Of course, a second grand coup for 


Germany in annexing Holland would 
be the appropriation of the Dutch East 
Indies, which include the rich islands 
of Java, Sumatra, the Celebes, the 
Meciuceas, and the greater portions of 
Borneo and New Guinea. These, 


deed, would be a prize for the one greit 
Kuropean power that is virtually de- 


void of oversea possessions, and is 
straining every effort in Morocco, China 
and eleewhere to gain such foothold 
ase might eventually lead ‘to territorial 
acquisitions.

Would not 
the conclusion of any convention that 
placed at the disposal of Germany 
the Dutch ports, forts, troops and feet, 
be the immediate signal for a coi 
flict? This is the crucial point in the 
argument of the leader of the Dutch 
Social-Democratic party. War must be

The demand has often enough been 
voiced In the press of the United 
States, but spasmodic action of this 
kind has smail effect beyond educat- 
ing public opinion. Now, however, the 
powerful Chamber of Commerce of 
Hamburg is bringing pressure on the 
German government to take the initla- 
tive, so that the reform may at last 
be brought measurably within sight.

CABINET MEETINGS. 
Today They are in Marked Contrast 
With These of Former 
[Washington Letter to Philadelphia 
Press:}] Cabinet meetings in the pres- 
ent administration differ very ma- 
terially from those during the régimes 
of President Roosevelt's predecessors. 
The se:sions of the Cabinet held in 
the present day are more in the na- 
ture of clearing-houses for the adjust- 
ment of questions thai effect more 
than one department. There are no 
longer general Cabinet discussions of 
great iseves or national and interna- 


; tional questions. When these impor- 


tant matters arise they are discussed 
by the President with the member or 
members of his Cabinet whose depart- 
ment or departments are most directly 
interested. For instance, a big ques- 
tion that arises in the State Depart- 
ment is not brought up in Cabinet 
meetings for general discussion. It ts 
reserved for debate with the heal 
of the State Department, and if it is 
c question that involves international 
law and calls for expert legal opinion 
the Attorney-General is called In, also 
the Secretary of War, who, at present, 
is a trained jurist and a lawyer of 


high repute. 

When any matter of extraordinary 
interest arises in any particular de- 
partment of the government, President 
Roosevelt takes it up with the head of 
that department, and the latter is 
reld responsible for the enforcemen* 
of whatever decision is reached. The 
matter is not submitted to the whole 
Cabinet for opinion, although it may 
be mentioned in a desultory way at 
one of the semi-weekly meetings. The 
ordinary Cabinet meeting, in fact, is a 
very tame affair nowadays. Only 
matters of routine interest are _ dis- 
cussed and those which may be of 
interest to more than one department 
at the same time. “We might as well 
meet for half an hour each week for 
social! conversation and personal greet- 
ing so far as any general discussion 
of important questions jis concerned,” 
remarked a Cabinet officer a few days 


ago. 

This is a distinct departure from 
the policy of Mr. Roosevelt's prede- 
cessors, particularly President McKin- 
ley. With them the object of a Cab- 
iret meeting was to obtain a con- 
sensus of opinion on any particular 
sttbject. Mr. Roosevelt's conception 
of the duties and prerogatives of the 
Cabinet is different. He believes that 
the men at the head of the various 
departments are best qualified to dis- 
cuss matters that require attention 
and action in those departments. He 
believes that the Secretary of State 
is the man best qualified to discuss 
and give an opinion upon international 
problems. He believes that the Sec- 
retary of War is best acquainted with 
the various questions that arise under 
His administration, and so on through- 
out the Cabinet. 
If there is any real serious problem 
presented from a particular department 
the President wants to consult with 
the head of that department; go over 
afl the facts in the case, and he and 
the head of the department will reach 
# conclusion as to the policy to be 
As stated before, when any 
matter comes up that affects more than 
one department or that Involves ques- 
tloms where the experience and knowi- 
heads of departments 
would be useful. then a consultation 
is called of all Cabinet officers who are 
directly or Indirectly interested. 

The President sometimes, being par- 
ticularly interested in some great 
question, ts so full of it that he will 
address the Cabinet and express his 
convictions, but so far as a general 
discussion of such a subject is con- 
cerned, there is no such thing at pres- 
ent. Mr. Roosevelt is a believer in in- 
dividual responsibility and in the head 
of each department bearing the bur- 
den of that department. 

The policy of President Roosevelt to 


avoid general discussion in the Cabi-. 


net meeting has not. affected in the 
slightest the loyalty of his official ad- 
visers. While it is a departure from 
the old-time idea of what Cabinet 
meetings should be, it brings each in- 
dividual member into. closer touch. with 
the President. Wien a member sug- 
a¢sts that there is an important mat- 
ter that has urisen in his department 
requiring attention and adjustment 
Mr. Roosevelt will request him to re- 
main after the session, and he and that 
Cabinet officer can get very close to 
each other as they discuss the matter. 
The policy gives an individuality to 
each head of a department.

being based on 2902 records from 1943 
places affected.

MINES AND MINING. 
AYS CLAIM 
TO RICH MINES. 


J. C. JOHNSON DEMANDS ONE- 
THIRD OF LADD MOUNTAIN. 


Partner of Late George W. Ladd 
Says He Was Unjustiy Denied His 
Title to Mines Alleged to be Worth 
a Million Dollars—Mining Deals 
Made Here. 


The first important litigation over 
Bullfrog mining property has been filed 
by J. C. Johnson against H. H. Clark, 
Zeb Kendall, the estate of George Ladd 
and others, in which he seeks a one- 
third interest in all sixty-three mining 
claims on Ladd Mountaia, among them 
several that have already gained 
world fame and reputed to be over 
$1,000,000. The suit promises to be 
as* sensational and as bitterly fought 
as many that have become famous in 
the world’s mining history. 

Johnson's story, as told in his com- 
plaint, is that he was a prospecting 
partner of the late George Ladd, and, 
together with the latter, was grub- 
staked by Kendall and Clark and went 
prospecting with the understanding 
that he was to have one-third of any- 
thing found, one-third going to Ladd 
and the other third to the  grub- 
stakers. The latter joined them in 
Bullfrog, where the property was lo- 
cated. Johnson says that he returned 
to Tonopah for supplies and the loca- 
tion was made during his absence and 
his partners counted him out. 

The suit will be tried in the District 
Court for Nye county, at Tonopah, 
Nev., and unless compromised will 
doubtless go through all the courts 
of appeal. 

ARIZONA MINE BOUGHT. 

The Copper Bottom property, l- 
cated twelve miles from Wickenburg, 
Ariz., owned by W. C. Roland, formerly 
of Cripple Creek, has just been sold 
to a syndicate of local and eastern 
capitalists, known as the Consolidated 
Copper Bottom Company.

DURANGO MINE SOLD. 

Benton, owner of the Descu- 
bidora mine at Inde, State of Durango, 
and E. C. Reed, a mining engineer, 
who have been here for some days 
from Mexico, have closed a deal by 
which the mine, which is one of the 
big gold properties of that region, 
has been transferred to former Colo- 
rado capitalists now in Los Angeles, 
whose names are for the time with- 
held as well as the price paid, which, 
however, is said to quite large. The 
mine has been developed to a point 
where there is declared to be $400,000 
in sight. It is in a rich mining section. 

On July 1 the new law requiring a 
cash deposit of $5 for each pertenenc!a 
will go into effect throughout Mexico 
and as a result hundreds of blanket 
denouncements are being made in dif- 
ferent districts so as to get in before 
this provision becomes operative.

SANTA ANA, June 1.—More_ than 
five miles of pipe for the new city wa- 
ter distributing system have already 
been laid and a large gang of men is 
steadily employed rushing the work 
to completion. 

The‘ total order of ‘pipe amounts to 
1500 tons and most of this is now dis- 
tributed ready to be put under ground 
as soon as the ditches are ready.

TRAVELERS. 


FE. ¥. Klent, agricultural expert of 
San Francisco, has just returned from 
a trip through the Imperial country. 
and the former desert valleys which lie 
near it. 

Klent is an enthusiast over the pros- 
pects of irrigation success which seem 
to have crowned the efforts of the colo- 
nigers ‘there. He believes that it will 
inaugurate another ani greater era of 
development in the vast country to the 

east of it. 

Therein lies the interest of his talk. 
He is now on his way East, where he 
will spend the vacation months in at- 
tendance upon various commercial con- 
gresses which are soon to assemble. He} 
predicts that within ten years thous- 
ands of acres now regarded as untill- 
able will be yielding magnificently, re- 
turning into the granaries of their hold- 
ers millions of bushels of wheat, or 
barley or oats. 

“The irrigation systems of the South- 
west,” said he yesterday afternoon in 
the lobby of the Lankershim, “are al- 
most undeveloped. Many men have en- 
thused over the possibilities of Imperial 
and its country, but I want to enthuse 
because Imperial has merely pointed the 
way 


“Who can come across the great, flat, 
wild expanse of desert country covered 
by the Southern Pacific, without being 
deeply impressed with the great 
bilities that lie stored up in it.

“With the development of the south- 
ern country will come the factor of col- 
onizgation. In no way is the population 
of California so bound to increase as 
through the reclamation of her waste 
places. The people who live in other 
sections of the State will do little of 
that work—they have farms or orchards 
of their own to look after. It must be 
the people of the outside, who will bring 
in with them the thrift and husbandry 
of the East. 

“They are coming. Go down there 
now, and you will hear real Connecticut 
Yankee dialect, the broad, 
guage of the Pennsylvania Ge 
the quicker speech of the imp 
energetic hustier of the Middle West, 
“The country is coming to California! 
The rich men and their families are 
coming to the cities, bringing the 
money-shedding tourist to every hotel 
and lodging-house in Los Angeles, but 
the men who are going to stay, the ones 
whose sons will be native sons, are 
going out into the country, there to 
work patiently and obscurely for a live- 
lihood and a comfortable competence in

TOP PRICES 
FOR ORANGES. 


Demand Greater Than Sup- 
ply in Eastern Market. 


Conditions in New York Bet- 


ter Than Ever Before. 


Boston a Growing Mart for 
California Fruit. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES] 

NEW YORK, May 29. — Notwith- 
frequent auction sales of pineapples, 
ries at exceptionally low prices and 
frequent auction asles of pineapples, 


the California orange market has con- 


tinued active and strong throughout 
the week just closed. There hasn't 
been enough fancy fruit to satisfy 
the demand, and prices have steadily 
advanced, closing at the iast auction 
a 25 cents above the opening Mon- 

y. 
the popularity of California oranges 
in thig market and to show that what- 
ever may be the movement of other 
varieties of fruit, the market for 
oranges keeps siendy or tends upward. 
Said one of the most prominent com- 
mission men: 

“I am particularly pleased with the 
Orange market this season. It is a 
compiete vindication of the contentions 
we made last season when we declared 
that the system for selling adopted by 
the Agency was all wrong, and that 
prices would advance under some other 
System of selling. We are. selling 
through the same auction rooms and 
the same auctioneers, but the change 
in system has made the difference in 
prices. There is competition now, 
which means better management and 
which, under ordinary usages of trade, 
will result in greatly increased profits 
to growers, as well as dealers in this 
market. We want no mbre Agency 
methods, but we do want as much 
competition as we can get.” 

Probably this statement represents 
the views of a majority of receivers 
and dealers in this market as well as 
anything that can be said. There is 
unquestionably a disposition on the 
part of all receivers to make the sales 
as active as possible, and to send up 
the prices as much as circumstances 
seem to allow. There is nothing arti- 
ficiai about the market. It is merely 
the natural working out of the law of 
supply and demand. There are no other 
supplies of oranges excepting Califor- 
nia’s, and the demand is even stronger 
for oranges this season than usual 
since there has been a comparative 
shortage which has kept appetites 
whetted. Sales from stores and by 
retallers are quite as active now as 
they were earlier in the season, and 
the outlook is that they will continue 
80 up to the end of the chapter. 

HOLDING THEIR ORANGES. 

‘ There is an opinion expressed among 
receivers that the supply of navels is 
about to fall off, consequently they 
are buying more freely than they would 
do under other circumstances. They 
suspect that the navels already shipped 
represent the bulk of the crop, and 
that the quantity to come forward 
will be lighter than has been antici- 
pated, Because of this the market ap- 
pears to be in better shape than con- 
ditions may actualiy warrant. With- 
out this artificial feeling there would 
be less active demand at present. 
Many buyers are taking more than 
they want just now, and loads are 
being sent to cold storage to wait for 
the time when no more are available. 
This naturally creates better conditions 
than would otherwise exist, and trade 
improves accordingly. Wherever possi- 
ble buyers select the best fruit for 
storage, which has a tendency to 
keep prices up on the best grades. 

That is exactiy what has happened 
this week. Instead of fancy and choice 
grades declining under heavy receipts 
and increased: competition, there has 
been a steadily active market, and the 
surplus has gone into cold storage to 
wait for the time when no more navels 
are procurable. Speaking in relation 
to this phase of trade a buyer who has 
a large trade in fancy navels among 


‘the best consumers in New York, said: 


“It has been a long time since there 
has been as active buying of navel 
oranges at this season as there has 
been of late. I have been surprised 
to see how the market has held up, 
even under heavy receipts, which 
showed more or less decay. Pineap- 
ples have been coming forward freely, 
too. The market has scarcely quav- 
ered under this combined load, and 
now, just when all these receipts ‘are 
at their height the prices steadily climb 
upward. Favorite marks in both the 
auction rooms command liberal prices, 
and there is strong competition in sales 
which have made prices very firm 


with a.eharp upward turn in many in- 
stanc when least expected. Under 
such Gonditions we cannot help but be 


pleased with the situation, and look 
foward to a healthy market through- 
out the rest of the season.” 

Some fear has been expressed that 
New York would get larger shipments 
now that the delivery of oranges in 
Chicago is impossible, and shipments 
to that city have been cut off, but it 
was said by one of the representatives 
here that he had not been advised of 
any diversion, and that if increased 
shipments were made to this market 
they would be made direct and not di- 
verted’ after they have started. It 
might make a difference, but in the 
present temper of the market all good 
fruit would be absorbed without diffi- 
culty. Dealers have no surplus and 
are obliged to go to the auctions every 
day to get enough stock to keep up 
their supplies. 

Retallers- are enjoying similar good 
business. Everyone, whether located 
in the fashionable or other districts of 
the city is In position to dispose of 
more oranges than ever before at the 
same time. The market is almost in- 
satiable, and heretofore when straw- 
berries have appeared retailers have 
felt the influence. 
been one or two days when there has 
been an appreciable shrinkage in sales, 
but of tate activity has begun again 
and oranges are going as liberally as 
ever. 

° GOOD LEMON MARKET. 

Lemons are selling equally well. 
More California lemons could be sold 
here if they were procurable. They 
bring good prices, and sales are as ac- 
tive as is possible under present con- 
ditions of supply. They arrive in bet- 
ter condition than the foreign fruit, 
and the market is eager for them. 
They bring good prices, they look well, 
and they contain more of the elements 
which are wanted in a lemon than the 
fruit which makes the long journey in 


the hold of a vessel without proper 
ventilation and frequently packed with 
a deliberate intention to deceive. The 
trade will welcome the time, that is, 


the consuming trade, when nothing but 
California lemons Will be offered in 
this market. 

Peaches have begun to arrive, but 
go far they haven't cut muca figure in 
the market. Most arrivals are poor 
and almest unfit to eat, but they are 
the advance guard of a supply of fruit 
which will do much to reduce the de- 
mand for oranges of all sorts. Prices 
are too high yet for many consumers 
> ¢ reely of peaches, but while

THE BOSTON MARKET. 
HIGHER PRICES THE RULE. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
BOSTON, May 29.—A curious devel- 
opment in the orange market has set 
all the people talking about the sale of 
fruit and the influence which compet- 
itive fruit sometimes does not exert 

when it is expected to do so. 

Strawberries have been very plenti- 
ful in this market during the past 
week, yet notwithstanding that sales 
of oranges have steadily been made at 
higher prices. Conditions have, in 
some unexplained way, favored the or- 
ange market and prices on best navels 
have advanced, while there has been no 
change in the influx of competitive 
fruits. Under these conditions it is 
assumed that Boston and the contigu- 
ous territory is in shape to absorb na- 
vel oranges almost as rapidly as they 
come forward. 

A report from the auction sales 
shows that there has been a steady ad- 
vance in all sorts of ofanges, more 
particularly in navels, during the week 
and that the market now is not well 
supplied. 

The auction system has worked out 
in Boston much as elsewhere. The 
trade did not want it established, but 
they found that it was the fairest way 
to sell fruits, and that the prices ob- 
tained averaged higher than when sold 
under other methods, while competi- 
tion among buyers developed the mar- 
ket unexpectedly sometimes. The re- 
sult of this is that there has been a 
situation in Boston approaching that 
in New York since the auction system 

firmly established. Put as 

many oranges as you please here this 

year and the market seems able to 

— them and pay good prices for 
em. 

Boston is the largest shipper of ap- 
ples on the American continent. It 
leads New York, and now, even after 
almost a year has passed since the 
harvest, Boston is still shipping ap- 
ples. It has shipped continuously since 
the harvest closed, and it will ship con- 
tinuously until it comes again, and 
then it will ship the new crop. All 
the apples exported from New England 
go through Boston, and some growers 
in the provinces send their fruit to 
Boston. They say they obtain better 
prices for it than they do when it Is 
shipped direct. This has the effect of 
increasing Boston's export business. 

Boston is steadily gaining promi- 
nence as a receiver and distributor of 
oranges. All New England, excepting 
some towns in Connecticut, look to 
Boston for supplies. The mill towns 
are large consumers and as perfection 
in packing and shipping ie attained, 
there will be improvement in demand. 
The market has expanded notably 
within the past year or two and there 
are still further changes in store which 
will increase the business. It all helps 
California. It is a marvel of modern

SEASONABLE HATS. 


The Panama Has Passed Out and a 
Freak \ ariety Will be 
Worn. 


[New York Herald:] After a season 
of lingering struggie the Panama hat 
has passed. One may be seen here and 
there, but it will mark the wearer as 
one either of extravagant taste or hav- 
ing no need to limit his expenditure; 
for the only varieties on sale in the 
high-class hat stores range in price 
from $50 up. In the Bowery imitation 
Panamas wil! be sold at about half 
price as compared with even a year 
azo. 

To take the place of the Panama for 
the man who abhors a hard hat, 
whether in straw or derbies, bamboo 
straws, with telescope crowns, will be 
very popular this year—at $10 or there- 
about. They are finely woven and have 
the advantage over the Panamas in 
having no stiffening to be washed out 
by the first shower. They are also to 
be had in the regular Panama shape, 
but the latter will not be greatly in 
demand. 

Another soft straw hat that is ex- 
pected to be popular js the Mackinaw. 
so called, though the hats are woven 
in Japan. Young men will prefer them 
in a rather extreme style, with crown 
and brim each of two and three-quar- 
ter inches, 

Then there is a novelty in the way 
of straw coachmen’s hats, in black and 
white. A very few of these were seen 
last year, but they will not be uncom- 
mon this summer, in the judgment of 
high-grade hatters. For automobilists 
there is a straw cap in various colors 
which follow the lines of the regula- 
tion cap of felt or leather. 

For elderly men there is what is 
known as the Milan straw,'a finely- 
woven hat, resembling the Panama in 
shape, large, but very light. 

But, as was the case last year, the 
hat that will be seen everywhere, and 
that will be sold by the hundred to 
everyone of the other designs, will be 
the regulation hard straw, with fiat 
crown and hard, straight brim. In the 
extreme height of crown and narrow- 
ness of brim it is believed by hatters 
that the limit has been reached. It 
certainly has so far as appearances go. 
The tendency in this direction was 
stretched last year, but has gone still 
further in the new styles displayed for 
this season. 

The rough sennit braid will be a 
worn. though the split straws at 
slightly higher price will be genevaily 
in evidence. Black bands will be most 
popular, but dark Dbive and Oxford 


_ blue bands will be seen far more gen- 


erally than a year ago, while the col- 
lege youth will be less 

flaring colored bands than he was a 
year ago. 

For those for whom the most ex- 
treme of American-made hats are too 
moderate there will be English straws, 
with towering crowns and rims so 
narrow as to hardly noticeable at a 
distance.
